One man slaughtered for taking a snapshot of a mutilated 
corpse and from 45 to 100 men killed for vandalism has had its 
effect. Shotgun rule under the guise of martial law has certainly 
deterred the human buzzards and the perverted amateur photog- 
rapher. 

Gen. Chambers McKibben issued among other orders, one 
prohibiting the use of cameras, and the troops were instructed to 
enforce the rule to the letter.

Curious Facts About the Hducation of the 


King of Beasts in Captivity. 


IONS born in the jungle are easier to 
train than those born in captivity, 


9 says Samuel Hopkins Adams in Mc- 


Clure’'s Magazine for September. The cap- 
tive creature lands after a long voyage, 
during which it has almost incessantly suf- 
fered from seasickness, want of care, and 
insufficient food. It is weak, wretched and 
broken in body and spirit. In a few hours 
it has a comfortable and spacious cage, 
with clean straw, fresh air, good food, and, 
above all, quiet and peace. Then the new 
arrival is ready to establish amicable rela- 
tions with the human beings who seem to 
be connected with this new career of first- 
class board and lodging. Therefore, the 
new arrival. whether lion, tiger, leopard, 
jaguar, or puma, is in a proper frame of 
mind for the commencement of its educa- 
tion. 

On the other hand, the feline born In cap- 
tivity is a spoiled child. Accustomed to man 
from the beginning, it has for him neither 
fear nor respect. In consequence, it en- 
dures the presence of the trainer in its cage 
without protest; but let him attempt to 
force it Into some course of action against 
its will, at the first touch of punishment it 
springs at his throat.

Surely when there is no other 
car within a mile, there is no danger in al- 
lowing egress from the front, and much 
time and annoyance would be saved both to 
the company and the traveling public. 

If the people were not so patient, and 
would vigorously refuse to be handled like 
sheep or pauper immigrants, such imprison.

Car. 


HUSBAND ALSO 


HE -PLUCKILY WENT TO HIS 


WIFE’S RESCUE. 


Both Were Thrown Out and Mrs. Moy- 
del Was Pitched Nearly Across 
the Street, Under a 
Horse’s Feet. 


Mrs. Frank J. Moydel was hurled 20 feet 
through the air by a street car. Her flight 
was headlong and she wae thrown with 
great force against the stone curbing of a 


granitoid gutter. 
Half stunned, she lay under the wreckage 


1 of a buggy and almost beneath the hoofs 


of a frightened, prancing horse until extri- 
cated by her husband, who, though himself 
painfully injured, pluckily devoted himself 
to rescuing his wife from her perilous po- 


sition. 

Mrs. Moydel is at her home at 1860 South 
Fleventh street under the care of a physi- 
cian. Her collarbone was fractured and she 
is believed to have sustained internal Inju- 
ries which may result seriously. 

The accident in which Mr. Moydel and 
his wife were injured occurred Wednesday 
evening while they were out drivnig. At 
Jefferson and Russell avenues their buggy 


was struck by north-bound car 918 of the 
Jefferson avenue line. 

Both were hurled from the buggy and 
landed in the gutter on the northeast corner 
of Jefferson and Russell avenues. 

After she had been extricated from the 
wreckage of the rig Mrs. Moydel was taken 
to the office of Dr. Cherry at 2343 Russell 
avenue. The physician found that her col- 
larbone was broken and that Mr. Moyde!l 
was internally injured. They were taken 
to their home in a carriage. The motorman 
of the car which struck the buggy was 
Jacob 8. Sparks. No arrests were made. 

Mr. Moydel is the se mia of a livery 
Stable adjoining his residence at 1860 South 
Eleventh street.

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AUGER FLIGHT. 
S QISCOUNTED 
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If at Lourenzo Marques Botha 
May Ask Peace. 


BRITISH ARE IN A QUANDARY. 


GEN. BOTHA’S POLICY IS A MYS- 
TERY TO THEM. 


They Have Captured His Stores, but 
None of His Men and Territory 
Is Now Swarming With 
Guerrillas. 


LONDON, Sept. 13.—The flight of Presi- 
dent Kruger to Lourenzo Marques may en- 
able Gen. Botha to open negotiations with 
Gen. Buller and bring the war to an end. 
President Kruger, however, may return to 
Komatipoort, or if he stays at Lorenzo 
Marques Botha may continue the struggle, 
dividing his force into small bands. 

All conclusions based upon Reuter'’s an- 
nouncement of Kruger’s arrival in neutral 
territory are prefmature, since the door 
through which he is reported to have re- 
turned from the Transvaal remains open. 
if Gen. French has occupied Barberton 
and the British columns are advancing 
toward Komatipoort, the door may be 
closed within a week and Botha released 
from all obligation to keep his burghers 
in the field. 

The closing scenes of the protracted cam- 
paign tend to illustrate the truth that with- 
out a@ neutral base the Boers are helpless 
if the British government had allowed 
President Kruger to purchase Delagoa Lay 
when he was anxious to do so he would 
not have a place of refuge in the present 
emergency, nor would his presence there 
be a source of any uncertainty respecting 
the possibility of his return to the Trans- 
vaal. 

The purchase of that neutral base 10 
years ago would possibly have prevented 
the outbreak of war, since the Boers have 
depended from the outset upon having the 
door open for their own gold to go out 
and for supplies to come in, and also upon 
having a bridge for retreat when they were 
in the last ditch. 

The news, however, is still too indecisive 
to justify premature talk about a last ditch, 
Buller is pressing on after Botha, over the 
mountains, but has captured abandoned 
stores rather than commandoes in arms, 
and French is still a long way from Koma- 
tipoort. 

The official record of the operations con- 
ducted by Gens. Methuen, Barton and Hild- 
yard and the generals in the Free State 
proves that the territories occupled are 
swarming with guerillas and discontented 
Boers, who are unwilling to abandon the 
struggle. This is one of the worst features 
of the situation. 


IOWA OFFICERS WANT PEYTON 


He Is the Drug Fiend Who Confessed 
Complicity in a Murder at 
Sioux City. 


Sheriff C. H. Jackson and. Chief of Police 
James Nelon of Sioux City arrived in St. 
Louis Thursday morning armed with re- 
quisition papers for Frank Peyton, the self- 
confessed murderer of John Robson, a 
prominent citizen of Sioux City. 

On Sept. 1 Peytoh made a confession In 
the office of Capt. Reynolds to Nelon.. He 
admitted that on the night of Dec. 29, 1599, 
he visited Robson's office in company with 
a man named James Mason. While they 
were robbing the safe Robson came in. 
Peyton stated that he knocked him down 
with a revolver, but declares that Mason 
struck the blow that killed Robson. Peyton 
was arrested here over a month ago. He Is 
a drug fiend. There are charges of bur- 
glary against him. His wife continues to 
stand by him, although she admits he has 
taught her to use morphine. Peyton ap- 
peared in the role of his own attorney when 
his case was first called in the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

Sheriff Jackson does not know as yet what 
day he will return with Peyton to Sioux 
City. The papers will have to be taken to 
Jefferson City, Mo., to be honored by the 
Governor before the prisoner will be turned 
over to the officers who have come for 
him.

STRANGE SUMS TURNED IN. 


Rockefeller’s Town House Down at

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—There is a manicur- 
ing its decennial falling out with itself. 
Citizens who have beén friends for the last 
nine yearS and eleven months are calling 
one another thieves and robbers, and they 
mean every word they say.. Families that 
for years have toved one another as neigh- 
bors and whosec hildren have -intermarried 
are bitter énemies, 

All the treuble is due to Ohio’s peculiar 

taxation laws and the universal tax dodg- 
ing that they have concentrated into the 
years whose numbers end with ciphers. 
Every living creature, of course, is a shame- 
less tax dodger. Even the dogs of the state 
carry their tails between their legs and try 
to look cheap and worthless. The humors 
of the time are countless. 
A woman whose husband had separated 
from her told the tax man her husband's 
dog was a thoroughbred worth $150, althou. h 
the aniinal really Was a stray cur and Was 
not worth 5 cents for sausage. The man 
escaped paying taxes @n $100 worth of dog 
With much difficulty. 

The law of the state is that 
shall be valued for taxation once in ten 
years.

Although the new census shows the popu- 
lation of the city to have increased more 
than 46 per cent in 10 years, the residents of 
the city have sworn that they own $106,740 
less personal property than they cid a year 
ago. This total will be increased by aboug 
$2,000,000 when the annual Board of Equali- 
zation gets through straightening out the
